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OTTON SPINNERS 
IN WASHINGTON 


President Heath Talks of Cot- 
lon Supply. 


Declares Price of Cotton Due to Con- 
dition of Supply and Demand, 
and Not Result of Specu- 
lation—Labor for the 
South. 


Washington, May !!.—The American 
Cotton Manufacturers’ Association con- 
vened here tOday for its eighth annual 
session. The meetings are being heid 
in the banquet hall of the Arlington ho- 
tel and will last two days. 

About two hundred members of the 
association were present. The  pro- 
gramme of the morning session includ- 
ed addresses by C. W. Heath, of Monroe, 
N. C., president of the association; Sec- 
retary Cortelyou, of the department of 
commerce; J. L, Miller, Jr., of Char- 
lotte, N. C., President R. C. Carpenter, 
of Ithaca, N. Y., and J. W. Norwood, 
of Greenville, N. C, 

President Roosevelt is to receive the 
members of the association at the white 
house tomorrow. 

President Heath, in his address, said 
the most serious condition now confront- 
ing the cotton manufacturers is the high 
price of raw cotton, coupled with the 
small returns for the manufactured 
product. Manufacturers are largely re- 
sponsible for this condition, he said. 
When the price of raw cotton began to 
gO up recently, they told their cus- 
tomers that the increase was due to 
speculation and manipulation. ‘ais, he 
asserted, was not the case. 

The high price of raw cotton was due 
solely to a response to the law of sup- 
ply and demand. The scarcity of farm 
laborers in the south, due to the migra- 
tion of the negro to the cities, is one of 
the serious conditions to meet. To meet 
it the immigration of Italian and other 
foreign laborerg will have to be encour- 
aged. 

Touching on the labor problem, Mr. 
Heath asserted that while the right of la- 
bor to organize was not questioned, 
neither should the right of capital to 
Combine be questioned. The power of 


jlabor organizations, he said, was being 


put at the present time to dangerous 
uses. It was genacing individual rights; 
it was even asking the governmcnt to 
fix the hours of labor, These develop- 
ments, he concluded, threatened the very 
principles of the, government. 

Four papers were read to the associa- 
tion during the afternoon session, in- 
cluding ‘“‘Forests and Water Powers,” by 
I’. H. Newell, of the United States geo- 
logical survey; “‘Conditions of the Cotton 
Industry,” by A. H. Lowe, of Fitch- 
burg, Mass.; “The Cost of Waste,” by 
David Clark, of Charlotte, N. C., and 
“Rope Transmigsion of Power,” by Fred- 
erick S. Green, of New York.

Fiftieth International Meeting 
of Y. M. C. A. Now 
in Session. 


Buffalo, N. Y., May 1!1.—The tnterna- 
tional convention of the Young Men's 
Christian Association of North America 
opened here today. The convention 
marks the fiftieth anniversary of the 
first international convention in America, 
when the international committees were 
formed and the first meeting on this con- 
tinent of association delegates was held. 

It has brought together about 1,400 dei- 
egates, representing 600 city associa- 
ticns, 700 student associations, 200 rail- 
road associations and a large number of 
miscellaneous associations. ‘The  pro- 
gramme includes not only meetings of 
the delegates but meetings of the women 
and the members of the boys’ department, 
Workers are present from every state in 
fhe union, Canada, China and Japan. 

The report of the international com- 
mittee, presented at the afternoon ses- 
sien, reviewed the work of the association 
and shows that the increase in the 
strength and efficiency of the state and 
provincial organizations has been steady. 
The associations have found their chicf 
field among the young men of the cities, 
but now their work is growing in two 
directions, first among boys, and second, 
among young men in couniry districte. 
In the boys department are 20,000 mem- 
bers 

The growth of the railroad assocta- 
tions has been remarkable and the total 
membership has. increased 28.206 men.

IS POSTPONED 


Prominent Floridian Charged 
With Forgery by Oppo- 
nent in Primary. 


Jacksonville, Fla., May !1!.—(Special.)— 
As recited in a dispatch of yesterday, 
the sensational event of the Florida pri- 
mary, which otherwise was free from 
sensational events, was the arrest of 
W, M, Holloway, candidate for state su- 
perintendent of schools, upon a warrant 
Sworn out at ‘the instigation of his oppc- 
rent, the incumbent of the office, 
W, N. Sheats, upon a charge of forgery. 
It had been intimated for some time by 
the friends of Mr. Sheats that some such 
measure would be taken at the time of 
the primary upon the alleged interpola- 
tion of certain words in a letter written 
from the state superintendent's office to 
Sam W. Debose, principal of a negro in- 
dustrial echool in Gainesville, in response 
to a letter from Debose requesting that 
the state superintendent invite Rooker 
Washington to. address the people at a 


session of the county superintendents and 


general educational board, which made 
it appear that Booker Washington had 
been invited by Mr. Sheats, the state 
superintendent, to the white schoo] audi- 
torium. 

Mr. ‘Sheats alleges that the words “‘in 
the white school auditorium” were inter- 
polated, and for this reason the warrant 
was issued and arrest made. 

The charges and specifications of the 
warrant state that on the 24th of De- 
ccember last W. M. Holloway did wilfully 
State, transmit and deliver to H. H. Me- 
Creary, editor of The Gainesville Sun, 
a newspaper published in the city of 
Gainesville, for “publication therein, a 
false and libelous statement concerning 
the affair, and Sheats, which said libel- 
ous matter is as follows, but instead of 
asking Booker Washington to merely 
come to Gainesville, without 
and without reason, Sheats hands him the 
latchstring of the auditorium door and 
bids him enter and address an aggrega- 
tion of white educators. 

The case against Holloway was call- 
ed at Gainesville today, County Judge 
Mason presiding, and upon mutual agree- 
ment of attorneys was postponed until 
the 19th.

SPEER ATTACKED 
BY JOHN M. BARNES 


Continued from First Page. 


from Attorney General ‘Knox officially 
notifying him of his appointment and 
Talk with Judge Speer. 


Washington, May !|!1.—(Special.)—**Abun- 
dant evidence was furnished the presli- 
dent and the attorney general to warrant 
the summary dismissal of Marshal J. M. 
Barnes and the appointment of his suc- 
cessor, George F. White, of Macon.” 

This is the substance of the official 
statement given out at the department 
of justice today relative to the removal 
of Marshal Barnes, because of alleged 
offensive conduct to Judge Emory Speer 
and other court officials in the southern 
judicial district of Georgia. 

Judge Speer, accompanied by District 
Attorney Akerman, called at the white 
house today and had a long conference 
with. the president concerning t re- 
moval of Marshal Barnes and the Selec- 
tion of hie successor. 

“Tl do not care to discuss the subject 
for publication,’’ said Judge Speer to 
your correspondent, as he was leaving 
the white house. “The action of the 
president in removing Mr. Barnes and 
the prompt appointment of Mr. White 


there was justification for an immediate 
change,’’ added Judge Speer, reluctantly, 
containing instructions as to assuming 
control of the office. 

The Speer-Barnes controversy has been 
the theme discussed here during the day. 
Notwithstanding the fact that it has 
been pretty well known here for a long 
time that there was an estrangement 
between the judge and Marshal Barnes, 
no one had an idea it would take the 
dramatic turn since presented. Immedi- 
ateiy after the unpleasant episode at 
Augusta, it was generally understood here 
that matters had been adjusted and 
that a thorough understanding had been 
reached. After the Valdosta event, noth- 
ing was said of the matter here up to 
the day Judge Speer left for Washington, 
and then a quick emphatic denial was 
uttered by those in position to know. 

So confident were those supposed to 
be on the inside that everything was 
in a satisfactory condition that few 
were inclined to believe the statement 
when it first went out that Marshal 
Barnes had been removed. To many it 
required Marshal Barnes’ own confirma- 
tion to earry conviction with the declara-

tion. 
Since it became known that the mar- 


shai has been really dismissed from the 
service, there has been some talk to the 
effect that he contemplated articles of 
impeachment; but when questioned as to 
this the marshal declines to enter into 
any discussion. 

when pressed for some confirmation of 
the reports that Marshal Barnes had 
been offensive to the court during a re- 
cent sitting at Valdosta. 

“I prefer that you apply to the depart- 
ment of justice for information,” con- 
tinued Judge Speer. 

The judge expressed his satisfaction at 
the appointment of Mr. White, who is 2 
deputy marshal at Macon. District At- 
torney Akerman also joined in comment- 
ing the selection of Mr. White. 

At the department of justice there was 
a disposition to consider the dismissal 
of Marshal Barnes as necessary for the 
best interests of the public service. 

Assistant Attorney General Purdey, to 
whom the matter was referred, declined 


to go into details further than to state 
that ‘‘for some time past the relations 
between Judge Speer and Marshal Barnes 
have been so strained as to impatr the 
satisfactory administration of the mar- 
shal's office. The conditions in that ju- 
dicial district were reported to the at- 
torney generaY and the president. With- 
out specifying the exact nature of Mr. 
Barnes’ offending, I assert that abund- 
ance evidence was furnished the prest- 
dent and the attorney general to war- 
rant the summary — dismissal of Mr. 
Barnes. The evidence was so convincing 
that neither Mr. Barnes nor his friends 
are justified in entering the plea that 
he was not given hearing. 

“In the administration of justice the 
marshal should be in entire sympathy and 
accord with the presiding judge. Mr. 
Barnes will not claim that he was in 
entire accord with Judge Speer, and the 
situation was such as to render a change 
in the marshal’s office imparative.”’ 

Judge Speer will remain in Washington 
a few days visiting relatives. 


Efforts will be made to have former 
Uniteqd States Marshal John M. Barnes, 
of the southern district of Georgia, re- 
instated in office and perhaps to in- 
stitute impeachment proceedings against 
Judge Emory Speer, according to re- 
ports at the Atlanta custom house build- 
ing yesterday. 

Captain Barnes, who was deprived of 
his office by President Roosevelt, it is 
said, on account of alleged improper 
language used toward Judge Speer, was 
in Atlanta yesterday. conferring with 
United States Marshal W. H. Johnson, 
of the northern district of Georgia. 

These men are warm friends and the 
latter enjoys the reputation of being the 
acknowledged leader of the zg. o. p. in 
this state and also a very powerful fac- 
tor in Washington. 

Captain Barnes was at the custom 
house several. times during the day, but 
left the city in the afternoon, returning 
to Macon, his friends stated. Mr. John- 
son also left the city during the day 
without leaving word as to where he 
was going, merely saying he would re- 
turn on Friday. There ts a report cur- 
rent that his trip has considerable to do 
with the Macon matter.

President Roosevelt’s absolute dom- 
ination of his party has in no way 
been more clearly demonstrated than 
in the matter of the sabes gation of 
the postoffice department rotteness, 
and the fact has engendered a bitter 
feeling in many republican héarts.

Hardly had congress adjourned be- 


‘fore the president caused it to be an- 


nounced that he would take up the 
matter of investigation—that what 
congress had déclined to do, he would 


‘do through his own instrumentalities. 


And, presumably, such an investiga- 
tion is now proceeding. 

The political result is the phase of 
the situation which fnterests many a 
republican congressman. -These men 
must go before their constituents and 
defend themselves against criticism 
for having voted against investigation. 
They are thus clearly on the defen- 
sive, and with a bad cause. At the 
same time the man who was responsi- 
ble for putting them into this hole 
will be asserting that what the wick- 
ed republican congressman failed to 
do, he has done. 

In other words, President Roosevelt, 
in order to take to himself credit for 
an investigation of the postoffice de- 
partment, deliberately, and apparently 
with malice, forced his party associ- 
ates in congress to take a stand cal- 
culated to bring defeat to many of 
them. No wonder they are sore. 
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The Logical Solution. 


According to Washington advices, 
President Roosevelt is dévoting a 
large portion of his time and thought 
these days to an effort to solve the 
national chairmanship proffiem. 

He is having his troubles. One after 
another of the leading men of his par- 
ty has respectfully declined to ac- 
cept the burden of the management of 
this year’s campaign. Former Setre- 
tary Root, Mr. Corneligg N. Bliss, Sen- 
ator Matt Quay, Senator Aldrich, Pos:- 
master General Payne and several 
other eminent gentlemen who have 
been directly or indirectly approached 
have shied the job, and now the pres- 
ident is understood to have turned to 
other members’of his cabinet in the 
hope of inducing one of them to make 
the sacrifice. 

The first of these is that delightful 
and wily old political fox, the secre- 
tary of the treasury. But it is not the 
Iowa idea for a politician to turn loose 
a remunerative job for one carrying 
nothing more substantial] than respon- 
sibility, and Secretary Shaw is pic- 
tured as fleeing from the chairman- 
ship with as strenuous speed as Uncle 
Joe Cannon employed in outstripping 
that vice presidential boom. Leslie 
M. is too wise to be caught in any 
such trap. Failing there, the presi- 
dent has turned to that man of silence 
and work, Secretary Cortelyou. The 
murmurings which comé from his cor- 
ner may got be as loud as those which 
have come from other directions, but 
they seem to-be just as emphatic. 

With this list of available timber 
exhausted the only solution in sight 
for President Roosevelt seems to be 
to give the place to one or the other 
of his dear friends, Odel, of New 
York, or Dick, of Ohio—either one 
of whom would be delighted at the 
opportunity to sandbag him—or to 
follow the example of Governor, Odell 
and take the chairmanship himself. 

Why is not this the logical solution? 
To be sure no other man who was 
running for this or any other impor- 
tant office would think of asking The- 
odore Roosevelt to manage his cam- 
paign; but the only possibility of se- 
curing harmony. between the republi- 
can candidate this year and the chair- 
man of his national committee is for 
Roosevelt to fill both places himself. 

And he may do it.

In many respects the most interest- 
ing development of the war in the 
Far East is contained in General Ku- 
roki’s report that at points not far 
from Feng-Wang-Cheng the Japanese 
cavalry met the cavalry of the enemy

Until more is known concerning the 
relative strength of the éavalry forces 
in these engagements it would, of 
course, be unwise to attempt final 


_jJudgment upon the respective merits 


in this particular branch of the serv- 
ice; but in the light of the claims 
which have been made, not only by 
the Russians themselves, but by the 
military experts of other nations, of 
the vast superiority of the Russian 
cavalry; of the unanimity with which 
these experts have deride@ the Japa- 
nese cavalry, and especially of the 
stress which has been laid tpon the 
fact that the chief reliance of the 
Russian army in this war must be in 
its Cossacks, these engagements, even 
if comparatively trivial, are highly 
significant.

Even after it had been demonstrated 
that the Japanese army is far strong- 
er in the artillery arm and also that 
the Japanese infantryman is far su- 
perior as a fighting man to the Rus- 
sian, all but the military men who un- 
derstood the character of the territory 
which must be the battle field pre- 
dicted Russian successes on account 
of the Cossack strength. 

if, however, it develops that even 
the Japanese calvaryman, who has 
been lampooned for sitting his horse 
badly end whose horse is pictured as 
being of very poor quality, is the equal 
pf the dreaded Cossack, then indeed 
is Russia in a bad way.

The Crusade Against Divorce. 

Fourteen of the most powerful reli- 
gious denominations of this country 
have collectively thrown down the 
gauntiet against divorce. This action 
has been taken through an appeal by 
the interchurch conference on mar- 
riage and divorce, issued recently un- 
der their authority from Philadelphia. 
While the tone of the well-worded 
pronunciamento is gentle and some- 
what conciliatory, its lucid intimations 
and clear-cut excoriation of the grow- 
ing abuse of the divorce laws may un- 
doubtedly be taken as indicating that 
the ecclesiastical crusade against pro- 
miscous divorce has assumed a new 
and infinitely more radical phase. 
From the chrysallis stage, where a 
mere general frown and an occasional 
isolatec reprimand were the inade- 
quate symptoms of disapproval, the 
antagonism has reached a bold, acute, 
aggressive stand. Now that the first 
difficult step has been taken, the in- 
ference is logical that the future en- 
ergies of the conference will be such 
as to exert a very pronounced effect 
on this most parlous problem. 

The unanimous nature of the move- 
ment is easily gauged by a list of the 
churches represented in the confer- 
ence, all of which have voiced their 
sentiments in the appeal. They are 
the Protestant Episcopal] church in the 
United States, Presbyterian church in 
the United States, Methodist Episco- 
pal church, Methodist Episcopal 
church, south; Reformed Church in 
America; Reformed Church jin the 
United States, United Presbyterian, 
Evangelical Lutheran church, the Bap- 
tist churches, the Congregational 
churches, the Universalist churches, 
the Unitarian churches, the Reformed 
Presbyterian church, the Cumberland 
Presbyterian church, the alliance 2f 
the reformed 
Presbyterian system. There has been 
no doubt, hitherto, that separately all 
of these churches looked with disfavor 
on the laxity of the present divorce 
practices. This enmity, however, had 
taken a concrete form of expression 
only in sporadic instances.

The pronunciamento in question 
deals only with the great prevalence 
of the evil, its increasing dimensions, 
its baneful effects and the necessity 
fora remedy. That last and most im- 
portant feature is touched on but 
lightly. With sound common sense, 
the clergy seem to realize the formid- 
able difficulties in the way of legal or 
constitutional intervention. Referring 
to corrective measures along a rve- 
ligious and personal line alone, the 
document says: 

The hope of curing and crushing the 
horrible tendencies to facile and frequent 
divorce rests, we believe, upon impressing 
and inculcating such an intense con- 
viction of what marriage is and 
what marriage means, that it will 
cease to be entered into ‘‘umadvisedly, or 
lightly;’’ that the festivity which accom- 
panies it shall be sobered and consecrated 
by the conscious presence of Him ‘‘who 
adorned and beautified the marriage at 
Cana in Galilee by His presence and the 
first miracle that He wrought;”’ that 
neither man nor woman shall dare to en- 
ter the precinets of betrotha] without the 
tested certainty of love; without the full 
recognition of the mutual duty of service, 
forbearance and faitntuiness which it in- 
volves. 

That even two years ago the prv- 
portion of divorces to marriage was 
alarming is shown in the following ex- 
tract: 

Just now polygamous Utah looms large 
and ugly in our minds. But we must 
look nearer home to realize the true con- 
dition of things. The proportion of di- 
vorces to marriages in 1902 in eight states 
reporting statistics is as follows: I. 
Maine, | to 6; in New Hampshire, |! to 
8.3; in Vermont, | to 10; in Massachu- 
setts, | to 16; in Rhode Island, | to 8; in 
Ohio, ! to 8.8; in Indiana, | to 7.6; in 
Michigan, | to Il. 
has been a steady and rapid increase in 
divorces during the decade, and this in- 
crease is believed to be true of the coun- 
try at large. 

Since these statistics were compiled 
there is reason to believe that the fiz- 
ures have grown even more ominous 
and it is certain, as stated in the fore- 
going clipping, that these morbid so- 
cial conditions are present in aggra- 
vated form in practically every state 
jof the union. The conference an- 
nounces that it expects to issue other 
appeals from time to time, “in the 
hope that the influence of this repre- 
sentative conference may be brought to 
bear effectively upon ecclesiastical and 
civil courts and legislative bodies, for 
the securing of better conditions and 
for the deliverance of the church and 
state from impending evils.” Just what 
form these future appeals will] take is 
a matter for speculation. Either the 
law-making bodies of the individual 
States may beinvoked, or possibly an 
effort made to secure a federal con- 
stitutional amendment with a view to 
a rationally elastic national diyorce 
law. 

Any measures which may be taken 
will doubtless be more along the line 
of judicious restri¢tion than absolute

stances, to sweepingly remove the 
pgssibility of legal separation would 
inflict the keenest cruelty and injus- 
tice, not alone on one or both princt- 
pals, but the innocent, dependent chil- 
dren as well. Two worthy motives 
seem to have been the inspiration of 
the present announcement—first, to 
show boldly the stand the churches 
had unitedly taken on this important 
question; second, as a tentative propo- 
sition, to test public sentiment and 
possibly measure the strength of oppo- 
sition. 

The churches which have uncom- 
promisingly committed themselves to 
the crusade wield great influence in 
every phase of American life. Their 
present action is, therefore, notably 
portentous.

“The” Davis—is kept in Tokio. 

It requires no great stretch of im- 
agination to picture this mighty son 
of Mars stalking through the pictur- 
esque thoroughfares of the Japanese 
capital, bristling with righteous in- 
dignation at this enforced restraint 
and refusing to be comforted even by 
the geisha girls.

Early County News: The plan of elect- 
ing judges of our courts ty popular 
vote is receiving some hard raps from 
the state press, upon the heel of the late 
primary. The News hopes the discussion 
will result in a change giving the ap- 
pointment of the judges to the governor 
to be confirmed by the senate. Election 
by the legislature is but little better than 
election by the people—both are very 
bad. 

Commerce News: If the press repre- 
sents the sentiment of the people, then 
the method of electing judges and solicit- 
ors will be changed. 

Bainbridge Democrat: The election of 
judges and solicitors by popular vote 
Causes a scramble for these offices that 
the people of Georgia do not desire to 
see.

Editor Constitution: It seems that we 
people up here in the Blue Ridge judi- 
cial circuit are causing some people of 
the state much anxiety, and they seem 
much worried .to know how to save us 
from ourselves. To these I wish to say 
that there is no cause for apprehension.

If we 
can’t have it over a higher officer, then 
we wil] have it over the bailiff or road 
commissioner; but when we have blown 
off we are as cuol as ever. 

No doubt there were some irregulari- 
tiew in the past primary—who ever knew 
an election or anything else without 
such?—but fully 90 per cent of the cit- 
izenship can not be bought. They may 
differ as to their choice of an officer, 
but they can not be bought; and the 
affairs of the country are safe in the 
hands of these citizens. I have lived in 
the Blue Ridge circuit for a number of 
years, and no one ever offered to buy my 
vote, directly or indirectly, or ever ap- 
proached me concerning an élection on 
any other than the ‘high plane of a 
gentleman, and I believe this to be the 
experience of fully 90 per cent of the 
citizenship of this circuit. 

Now, I am not advocating the election 
o° judges by popular vote, for I have 
never believed it best for judges or 
school officials to be elected by popular 
yote; but I do believe in the integrity 
of the great majority of the citizenship 
of Georgia. And as for the Blue Ridge 
circuit, IT know it from one side to the 
other, and I know that fully 90 per cent 
of the citizenship of this circuit is equal 
to the best citizenship of anv section 
of any cOuntry anywhere, and these cit- 
izens can not be debauched by any man 
or any means, So let the anxious lose 
no sleep. The old ship of state will 
sail on in all her majesty. Justice ts 
as firmly fixed upon her throne as ‘the 
rock foundation of our eternal hills.

“IN THE FIELD OF POLITICS. 


The news from Florida showing victory 
for Senator Taliaferro in the four-cor- 
nered fight for the seat in the United 
States senate he now holds will be re- 
ceived with much pleasure by everybody 
familiar with that gentleman’s service in 
the national congress. Senator Taliafer- 
ro is a splendid example of the mast pro- 
gressive type of southern business man, 
and during his first term in the upper 
house of the national congress he has 
taken a high stand. A man of strong 
common sense and marked ability, a 
broad gauged man of affairs, at all times 
a conscientious worker in the interests of 
his constituency, it is not too extrava- 
gant to say that Florida has never had a 
more capable senator. That he should 
have carried a majority of the votes m 
the primary although three other ,emi- 
nent gentlemen were candidates against 
Nim shows that his services have been 
appreciated. 

While at this writing it looks as if it 
would be necessary for a second primary

FOR GEORGIANS 


Terrors of Army Life OQut- 
lined by Private 
Dean. 


According to the statement of Private 
David Dean, company M, Sixteenth reg- 
iment, U. 8. A., southern boys in gen- 
eral, and Georgia boys in particular, 
have but little showing when ‘they enlist 
in the army of Uncle Sam. 

John W. Lois, a member of the same 
company with Dean, was arrested yes- 
terday afternoon on complaint of Cor- 
poral Introskey, of their, company, who 
said he thought Lois was preparing to 
desert. Lois is now held at police bar- 
racks on a charge of disorderly conduct 
and ordered held for the United Statse 
authorities at Fort McPherson. 

When Dean appeared at police bar- 
racks last night to try and Secure the 
release of his comrade, he told a story 
that opened the eyes of the .officials at 
police headquarters. 

“It’s all on account of our being 
southein boys that we afe treated in a 
different manner by the other boys of 
our company,” said Dean. ‘‘We are the 
only two Georgians in the command ana 
what we have to stand from some of the 
other fellows is a caution. A short time 
ago we met three fellews in our com- 
pany up town. They were drinking and 
wanted us to lend them money. We had 
alj been paid off at the same time and 
thought they should have as much money 
as we, s0 Lois and I refused to let 
them have any coin. : 

“When we reached barracks that night 
we were set on by those three fellows 
and a general fight followed. I struck 
one on the head with a basebal) bat 
and Loig keeled one of them over: with 
a brick. The third ran away in the 
darkness. 

“We were all pinched for the fight. 
lois and I got off lighter than the 
other three, and because we did not 
get six months each some of the north- 
ern boys in the command have it in for 
us. 

“Lois left the post this afternoon. He 

had been gone but a short time when 
Corporal Introskey, who is an enemy 
io both of us, walked up and Said to 
him: ‘I understand you are preparing 
to duck away from the army.’ 
‘ ‘Despite the fact that Lois disclaimed 
any intention of deserting, the corporal, 
who had been drinking somewhat, calied 
an officer and had Lois arrested on a 
charge. of disorderly conduct and asked 
that he be held for the officials at the 
fort, as they thought he intended de- 
serting. 

“The officers .examined Lois’ clothing 
and other effects and found them intact, 
Had he intended deserting he would have 
taken all, or at least a portion, of them 
with him.’ 

Sergeuttt Joiner and Call Officer Mayo, 
on duty at polfce barracks, said that 
they thought the corporal who caused 
Lois’ arrest had been drinking, but was 
not sufficiently full to be arrested. 
appeared to be excited while at head- 
quarters,

AFLIEVE NECRO 
»(S UNRELIBLE 


Sociological Society Has Dis- 
cussion on Race Question, 


Dr. William Jones Read Paper on 
‘Reliability of Negro” — Dr. 
Olmsted Said God Made 
Negro Inferior to the 
White Man. 


of the 
Georgia Sociological Society took a gen- 


ational turn when a discussion of the 


“race question” began. There were some 
spirited and very interesting talks by a 
number of prominent ditizens, who 
nearly all took the position that the 
negroes are not equal to the white race 
and that their destiny is depenaent upon 
the white man as a guide and coun- 


selor. 

The discussion was: started by a paper 
on “The Reliability of the Negro,” which 
was read by Dr. William T. Jones. Dr. 
Jones took the position that the negro 
was not reliable in any walk of life. 
He said that from observation and from 
a study of the negro he was forced to 
believe that the negro was unreliable 
as a servant, a farmer and a citizen. 

‘and I don’t think that education has 
so far shown any uplifting power with 
the negro,” said Dr. Jones. 

Dr. R. R. Kime and Dr. A. R. Holder- 
by followed Dr. Jones and they agreed 
with the latter-as to the unrellability 
of the negro. Dr. Holderby said there 
was no such thing as “race prejudice” 


in the south. 

Dr. J. Cc. Olmsted made some very 
warm remarks about the negro. He 
said that it was a self-evident propo- 


sition that the negro as @ race Was 
inferior to the Anglo-Saxons. 

“God has created the negro a lower 
order of animal than the white man,”’ 
said Dr. Olmsted, “and what God has 
done man can not undo, The negro was 
better off morally, physically and men- 
tally when he was a slave than he is 
today. Education with him has been a 
failure. I have heard from Atlanta la- 
dies of their experience with negro 
women who were trained at the Tus- 
kegee home, where Booker Washington 
presides, and I have been told that the 
women educated in that school aie to- 
tally unreliable as servants. It is our 
duty to do all we can for the negro, 
and it depends solely on what the white 
man does whether or not the negro 
becomes any sort of a useful citizen. 
But it is certain that he must always 
be dominated over by the white race.’’ 

Must Be Patient with Them. 

Rev. C. A. Langston said he did not 
think it was quite fair to prognosticate 
upon the negro’s future by what is seen 
today. The negro must be given ume. 

“Tt have found many negroes of great 
intelligence,’® stated Dr. Langston. “I 
had a negro cook who once made a very 
wise remark. We lost a stick pin in the 
house, and there was much talk about 
it having been stolen. It was after- 
wards found, and the negro woman said 
to me: “There is one thing verv strange 
about white folks. They never lose any- 
thing.’ We must be patient with these 
people, and I believe they will in some 
way work out their destiny in the 
end.”’ 

Dr. L. B. Davis spoke a few minutes 
and he took the position that the whole 
question resolved itself into the fact that 
the white people must be résponsible 
for Ahe future of the negro. 

Dr. T. E. Oertel stated that he was 
a “reconstructed yvankee,’’ but the recon- 
struction began when he was six years 
old, so he had more southern than 
northern ideas about the negro. He 
spoke from a medical standpoint, and 
said that it was certain the negro was 
mOre susceptible to diseases than the 
whites and succumbed more readily¥ to 
serious maladies. 

An Agent of Disease. 

“The negro as an agent for the spread 
of contagious diseases,’’ said Dr. Oertel, 
“is deserving of as much attention as 
he is from a_ social and physiological 
standpoint.”’ 

A paper on the “Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis’’ was read by Dr. Oertel. This 
was followed by a paper on ‘Legal Aid 
Societies,” read by Joseph T. Logan:

FUNDS NOT FORTHCOMING . 
FOR GEORGIA’S BUILDING 


Subscribers Are Slow in Making Payments.---School 
Law Revision Committee Meets.—-Fund Due 
Georgia Troops Is About $35,000. 


NLESS those who have subscribed 
| | to the fund for the Georgia bufld- 

ing at St. Louis make prompt pay- 
ment the st&te commissioners appointed 
to see that work through will fnd them- 
selves in somewhat of an embarrassing 
position. 

Of about $15,500 subscribed to this 
fund there has been paid in up to date 
only $7,451.62, which includes the $2,000 
worth of lumber donated by the Georgia 
lumber merchants. There is a balance 
due of $8,054 on the fund subscribed, 
and it is said the Georgia commission- 
ers are very mucyb in need of it in view 
of the fact that the building is being 
pushed to completion now as rapidly as 
it is possible to get it in shape. It ‘s 
fully expected to have the building com- 
pleted by June |. 

Assistant Commissioner Glascock Bar- 
rett is now at St. Louis superintending 
the erection of the building. It is stated 
that the funds which have been collected 
to date are about exhausted in making 
payment for the work already done. The 
Georgia commissioners have the promise 
of other payments this month and they 
will undoubtedly have to have the money 
to pay the contractors when the building 
is accepted. The building itself wil] cost 
more than $11,000 and after that is paid 
the c@ missioners will sts%l be short of 
the necessary amount of funds to keep it 
open during the world’s fair unless fur- 
ther subscriptions are secured. They are 
doing the best they can under the cir- 
cumstances, however, and they take a 
bright view of the situation, Besides the 
cost of the building about $1,100 has al- 
ready been paid out for freight on itHe 
lumber. The Georgia building, as is well 
known, is a_ reproduction of ‘‘Suther- 
land,’”’ the home of the late @@neral 
John B. Gordon.

Gentlemen: A vacancy Nas occurred in 
the office of judge of the superior courts 
of the Augusta circuit, by the death of 
the late jamented Judge Willlam T. Gary. 

In an emergency of this character, the 
only provisions of the rules of the state 
cémmittee as contained tn Rule 9, are as 
follows: “That in case of a vacancy oc- 
curring in the office of judge or solicitor 
ge l in any of the circuits, the chair- 
man-of the state committee shgll call for 
a nominating primary to fill said vacancy 
in ample time before an election to fill 
said vacancy shal] be had.’’

Another Boll Weevil Scare. 

CD. Phillips, of Hogansville, Troup 
county, was in the city yesterday, and 
carried to the departmént of agriculture 
some specimens of bugs which were col- 
lected on the farm of S. B. Denny, 
of Meriwether county, and which are 
said to have destroyed Mr. Denny’s 
cotton. 

Much alarm has been felt in that sece- 
tion of the state over the appearance of 
these bugs for fear that they are the 
Mexican boll weevil, which has played 
such havoc with the cotton crop in Tex- 
as. Some time ago a planter in that 
section of the state imported some rust 
proof oats from Texas for planting. The 
year after he planted the same ficld in 
Cotton and the crop was about half de- 
stroyed. It was then that this ingect 
Was discOvered and thought to be the 
veritable boll weevil. 

Several specimens of bugs have already 
been sent to the department from that 
section of the state, and upon examina- 
tion by State Entomologist Wilmon New- 
éll, were found to be the rag weed wee- 
vil, when he pronounced comparatively 
harmless to cotton. 

The bug brought up by Mr. Phillips 
Was submitted to the gtate entomologist 
yesterday for examination. He stated 
that it was not the boll weevil. It is 
about four times the size of the Mex- 
ican pest and of a different color. Mr. 
Newell will investigaie it oefore he 
Classilies it exactly. Mr. Phillips said 
he felt very much relieved when in- 
formed that it was another kind of an 
animal from that suspected, 

Constant reports are being received 
from various parts of the state of 
the appearance of bugs resembling the 
boll weevil, and compiaint is made that 
whatever they are, they are injuring 
the cotton crop. The fact would seem 
to demand tNat the matter be fully in- 
veStigaied so that the proper remedy 
might be applied,

TIBETANS MAKE 
BITTER FIGHT 


British Invaders Being Re- 
sisted to the Death by 
Mountaineers, 


—_—_— 


Gyang Tse, Tibet, May 11.—Mounted 
infantrymen returned May 6 to camp 
on the Karola and reported that they 
had killed two hundred and fifty Tibet- 
ans during the pursuit after the force 
that opposed the advance of Colonel 
Younghusband’s division. 

Thene is some suspicion of collusion be- 
tween the Tibetans and the Chinese. Two 
English rifles were recaptured, cne of 
which had béen lost by Lieutenant Grant 
at ‘Bhari some months ago. 

The Tibetans have strongly fortified 
Jong and opened fire upon every one ap- 
proaching the town. Some hundreds have 
taken residence in the monastery, whence 
they have opened on the British troops. 
Persons of importance arrive daily at 
Jong and L’Hasga sends conscripts from 
monasteries and villages in a wide ra- 
dius. 

In the attack on <¢he mission compound 
May 5, when eight servants were killed, 
the Tibetans actually gained the walls. 
Only their shouting betrayed them In 
time to prevent indiscriminate slaughter 
of the post, weakened by the detachment 
of men for an expedition. The defend- 
ers were quickly in position and drove 
off the invaders. The sick men in the 
hospital insisted on joining the fighters 
and gave valuable assistance. 

Colonel Brander’s victory at Karola 
probably will have great effect, but it is 
clear the Tibetans contemplate a com- 
bined effort to exterminate the mission.

Plans for the Settlement of 
Freight Claims Are 
Exchanged, 


The discussion of freight rates occu- 
pied most of the session of the Southern 
Venicle Association at the Piedmont hotel] 
yesterday. The report of the freight com- 
mittee, composed of A. D. Bellamy and 
J. B. Creighton, dealt almost entirely 
with technicalities and suggestions of in- 
terest only to members of the trade. 

Mr. Bellamy stated that while Ala- 
bama had been behind in the matter of 
freight rates for a long time, matters had 
improved since the recent election of new 
raiiroad commissioners, and better things 
were iooked for in the future. J. J. An- 
derson suggested a conference with the 
southern classification committee for the 
purpose of having car-load lots of ve- 
hicles reduced to the third-class instead 
of the second as at present. E. KB 
Hughes, Mr. Bellamy and Mr. Anderson 
were appointed on the committee. 

Elliott Dunn dwelt at  constderable 
length upon the time taken by the rail- 
roads in the adjustment of claims. 
also stated that a law had just been pass- 
ed in South Carolina requiring the settle- 
ment of the claim within sixty days 
or the return of the papers. Another 
member stated that the law in Georgia 
provided for the settlement of such claims 
within thirty days, P. P. Hunter, of Cin- 
cinnati, also told of some of his troubles 
with the settlement of claims. 

Attention was also called to the fact 
that in Cincinnati manufacturers had 
formed an assocjation with an expert 
appointed whose business it was to ex- 
amine the claims of the association and 
act as sort of a clearing house for such 
claims. It was also suggested that a 
similar movement for the appainting of 
such an expert would be of service in 
this section, aS an expert would know 
better how to settle all claims than the 
setticment of each individual claim by 
different companies.

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GEORGIA COUNTIES MAKING NOTABLE PROGRESS 


Putnam County and 
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W. F. JENKINS, JR., 
Nominated to General Assembly 
from Putnam County. 
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By C. L. Parker. 

UTNAM, one of the oldest and Dest 

kmown of the middle Georgia coun- 

ties, is making a new agricultural 
wecord, especially in producing bermuda 
‘grag hay, fine breeded catthe and mules. 
Thig departure from the old established 
methods of the southern farm has made 
the county not unlike one of our western 
states, where the prosperity of the thrifty 
‘garmer scems unbounded and the opportu- 
‘mithes to make money are not confined 
ta one single plant, which, if lost by 
drought, destructive pests or other causes, 
all is dost. With this change from cot- 
ton to hay, grain and stock (nterest in 
datrying has been accelerated and the 
demand for hay cannot be supplied at all. 


Demand For 5,000 Bales Hay. 

One of the first of the farmers to be- 
ein farming in the new way in Putman 
county is Henry R. DeJournette, whose 
experiences with bermuda have been high- 
ly successful since creating a demand for 
@he hay. At first Mr. DeJournette fought 
difficulty in getting confidence in the 
product fixed, hut mow he has customers 
in all the large cities of the south. He 
sold over 2,500 bales of bermuda hay in 
1903 and received orders for about 5,000 
bales at the time, although five years 
@@o there wails no demand at all for it. 

Cattle and Dairy Interest. 

The raising of cattl, for beef has been 
superseded in Putnam by the dairying 
interest. Thore are twelve dairy farms 
fn the comms’, fan catigs suppiymg them 
being the Jiersey breed. Thereareon the 
DeJournette plantation about 190 head of 
the Ayreshire breed, which were imported 
in the year 1|1868. 

Civilization Pays Price. 

Although the United States census 
shows that Putnam county lost [,406 of 
itg population in ten years, the evidences 
of substantial prosperity lead us to con- 
clude that the cause arose not from dis- 
content or want of health among the 
people, but rather to the tendency of the 
times to leave the farm for more con- 
genial work in the factories and work- 
shops ef the cities. Another cause that 
has materially reduced the population 
of the whole middle Georgia section is 
‘the emigration of some of the leading 
farmers to the wiregrass region of the 
State, where lands are cheap and in- 
ducements of substantial character are

Refunding Scheme for St. L. & S. F. 

New York, May !0.—To pave the way 
for the refunding scheme and at the same 
time funding part of the floating debt 
and unifying its system, the St. Louis 
and San Francisco railroad, with the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois, has signed 
a contract, according to The Herald, 
whereby the St. Louls, Memphis and 
Southeastern railroad will acquire all 
the capital stock of the St. Louls and 
Gulf railroad and will itself be owned 
by the Frisco. The plan involves the 
retirement of securities aggregating $1 2,- 
530,000 and the issuance of new securl- 
tiles aggregating $26,500,000, 

In connection with the transaction a4 
new bond issue of $16,000,000 will ba 
authorized to refund St. Louls, Memphis 
and Southeastern bonds aggregating $8,- 
630,000. These bonds are to be a first 
mortgage on the Southeastern and as 
additional security the Southeastern has 
entereg into a traffic agreement by which 
the Frisco and the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois jointly contract that their in- 
terchange business shall, together with 
the local business of the Southeastern. 
produce net earnings to the amount of 
$485,000 every elx months above all ex- 
penses. The Fris@ note issue, which 
will bear interest at 65 per cent, will be 
used to retire the $4,000,000 collateral 
trust gold notes issued for the purpose 
of acquiring the capital etock of the 
Southeastern and to partially refmburse 
the Frisco treasury for advances made 
in the construction of the Southeastern, 
the capital of which will be increased 
from $12,500,000 to $18,000,000. 

By the acquisition of the St. Louis and 
Gulf the St. Louls, Memphis and South. 
eastern will control 674 miles and will 
form the main line extension of the Chi- 


both by the way of St. Souls and Thebes. 
Tt connects at Memphis with the Bir- 
mingham line of the Frisco system. 

The new road, which will be formally 
opened June !8, will also form the main 
line of the Frisco system to New Or- 
leans together with the Gould Iine. It 
will also be the St. Louls entrance for 
the Choctaw, Oklahoma and Gulf of the 
Rock Islang system and becomes the 
main line cofimection between the Rock 
Tsland and the Frisco aystem through 
the Choctaw road.
